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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the 
application in condition for allowance because: the Applicants arguments filed 1 1/20/07 have been fully considered but are not 
persuasive. Specifically the Applicant argues that Tsujii et al. does not disclose an output-size. The Examiner respectfully disagrees. The 
claims are given their broadest reasonable interpretation in the examination. Tsujii discloses the setting of the initial stream of data in 
order that the image data is input in accordance with the settings determined by the initial stream setting unit, col. 6 lines 40-50. Thus this 
unit specifies the size of the image reader. The Applicant further argues that Tsujii does not disclose analyzing a selected part of the two- 
dimensional image data, and then determining a processing condition for the selected part of the two-dimensional image data based on 
the analysis. The Examiner again respectfully disagrees. As stated in the previous rejection Tsujii discloses analyzing the selected part of 
the two-dimensional image data ( the diagnostic support unit 16 analyzes the decoded image data 13 (ROI), column 6, lines 54-55), and- 
determines a processing condition for the selected part of the two- dimensional image data based on the analysis (checks the disease 
location on the patient's body and outputs positive area data 17). The Applicant further argues that this analysis is carried out on the entire 
image and not on a selected part, but the Examiner notes that selecting an entire image reads on selecting part of an image since an 
entire image can be considered as a part of an image (i.e. the complete part). Finally the Applicant argues that Tsujii does not disclose 
frequency processing of the selected part, however as discussed in the previous rejection Tsujii discloses that the image is passed 
through a high pass filter which inherently controls the sharpness of the image (see figure 4). For these reasons the rejection should be 
sustained. 
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
